Artist Andy Kubert describes 
his work on the X-MEN as “the 
best job | ever had!” Here, Andy 
tells how he got the job, as well as 
what it’s like to be part of a comic 
book drawing dynasty that in- 
cludes his brother, Adam and his 
father, Joe! 


Where and when were you 
bom? 

| was born in Boonton, NJ, on 
February 27, 1962. 

How did you break into comics? 
I started off as a letterer — my dad 
taught me how to do that. | got 
into the drawing part from attend- 
ing my dad’s school (the Joe 
Kubert School of Comic Art in 
Dover, Nu). Lettering got me into 
Marvel — | lettered the VOID INDI- 
GO graphic novel, and the VOID 
INDIGO series, which lasted two 
issues! 

How long did you attend the 
school? 


Three years. 

Did you do your homework every 
night? 

| had no choice! (laughter.) 

Did your brother, Adam, go to 
school with you? 

Yeah, we went at the same time. 
Which one of you was the better 
student? 

| was, of course! 

How do you and Adam get 
along? 

We get along good. Our studios 
are right next door to each other, 
and we're always going back and 
forth. 

Did you always want to work in 
comics? 

| had no idea what | wanted to do! 
| didn’t start drawing until | was 20 
years old! Originally | was just 
going to go to my dad's school for 


ayear. | figured | would get a job 
working for the school, not as a 
teacher, but maybe in the adminis- 
trative department. | never thought 
| would draw for the school! 

When did you graduate? 

| finished school in '84. | began 
lettering while | was still in school. 
My dad was editing Sgt. Rock at 
the time, and he would give work 
to his second and third year stu- 
dents. 

What was your first art job for
